PROGRESSrVES HOODWINKED 


Many Balk—Many Progressives Show 


Independence for Principle. 


The Progressive National Execu- 


tive Committee which met last'Mon- 
day to accept Roosevelt's withdrawal, 
as Progressive candidate for Presi- 
dent, decided to indorse Hughes. 


The indorsement is a cold comfort, 


for the Republicans since but 64% 
of the committee were in favor of- 
the indorsement and many of them 
very soberly so, while the remaining 
36% either did not participate or 
rebelled at the indorsement. 


To be exact about it, 64% voted 


"aye", 12% voted "nay", 18% re- 
fused to respond and 6% withdrew 
from the meeting, disgusted absolu- 
tely.

Preamble

Record of Achievement 
We indorse the Administration of 
Woodrow Wilson. It speaks for itself. 
It is the best exposition of sound 
Democratic

We challenge comparison of our 
record, our keeping of pledges and 
our constructive legislation with 
those of any party of any time. 


We found our country hampered 
by special privileges, a vicious tariff, 
obsolete banking laws and an inelas- 
tic currency. 
Our foreign 
affairs 


•were dominated by commercial in- 
terests for their selfish ends. 
The 
Republican Party, despite repeated 


and triumphant demonstration of the 
indivisibility and coherent strength 
of the Nation as the supreme issue oi 
this day, in which the whole world 
faces the crisis of manifold change. 
It summons all men, of whatever ori- 
gin or creed, who would count them- 
selves Americans, to join. in. 
clear to all the world the unity and 
consequent power of America.

We, therefore, condemn as sub- 
versive of this Nation's unity and in- 
tegrity, and as destructive of its wel- 
fare, the activities ;an<l designs ^ of 
every group or organization, political 
or otherwise, that has for its objectf 
the •advancement of the interest"'of a 
foreign power, whether such object is 
promoted by intimidating ^the-Govern 
ment, a political party, or representa- 
tives of the people, or which Is calcu- 
lated and tends to divide our people 
into antagonistic groups, andi.thus to 
destroy that complete agreement and 
solidarity of the people, and that 
unity of-sentiment-and national pur- 
pose so essential to the "perpetuity of 
the Nation and its free institutions. 


We condemn all alliances and com- 
binations of individuals in this coun- 
try,of whatever nationality or descent 
who agree and conspire --together ^for 


ening onr Government or of improp- 
erly influencing or coercing onr pub- 
lic representatives in dealing or nego. 
tiating with any foreign power. 


We charge that such conspiracies 
among a limited number exist and 
have been instigated for the purpose 
of advancing the interests of foreign 
countries to the prejudice and detri- 
ment of our own country We con- 
demn any political party which, in 
view of the activity of such conspira- 
tors, surrenders its integrity or mod- 
ifies its policy.

Government in Mexico, capable of re- 
pressing and punishing marauders and 
bandit bands, who have not only tak- 
en the lives and seized and destroyed 
the property of American citizens In 
that country, but have insolently in- 
vaded our soil, made war upon and 
murdered our people thereon, has 
rendered it necessary temporarily to 


steadily adhered to. 
The Administration and the Farmer 


We favor the vigorous prosecution 


of investigation and plans to render 
agriculture more profitable and coun- 
try hfe more healthful, comfortable 
and attractive, and we believe that 
this should be a dominant aim of the 
Nation as well as of the States. With 
all its recent improvements, farming 
still lags behind other occupations in 
development as a business, and the 
advantages of an advancing civiliza- 
tion have not accrued to rural com- 
munities in^, fair proportion. 


Much has.been accomplished in this 


field under the presentAdministration 
—far more than under any previous 
Administration. 
In the Federal Re- 
serve Act of the last Congress and the 
Rural Credits Act of the present 
Congress the machinery has been cre- 
ated which will make credit available 
to the farmer constantly and read- 
ily, and he has at last been put upon 
a footing of equality with the mer- 
chant and the manufacturer in secur- 
ing the capital necessary to carry on 
his enterprises. Grades and standards 
necessary to the intelligent and suc- 
cessful conduct of the business of ag- 
riculture have also been establshed, 
or are in the course of establishment 
by law. 


The long needed Cotton Futures 


Act, passed by the Sixty-third Con- 
gress, has now been in, successful op- 
eration for nearly two years. A Grain 
Grades Bill, long needed and a Per- 
missive Warehouse Bill, intended to 
provide better storage facilities and 
to enable the farmer to obtain certifi- 
cates upon which he may secure ad- 
vance^ of money, have been passed 
by the House of Representatives, 
have been favorably reported to the 
Senate and will probably become law 
during the present session of Con- 
gress.

We approve 
the Democratic Administration for 
having emphatically directed atten- 
tion tor the first time to the essential 
interests of agriculture in.volv.ed in 
farm marketing and finance, for cre- 
ating the office of markets and rural- 
organlzzftion in connection with the 
Department of Agriculture, and for 
extending the co-operative machinery 
necessary for conveying information 
to farmers by means of demonstra- 
tions. 
We favor continued liberal 
provisions not only for the benefit of 
production, but also for the study and

der that responsibility may be center- 
ed, expenditures standardized

tion in the public service as much 
as possible avoided. We favor this 
as a practicable first step toward a 
budget system- 


Civil Service 
We reaffirm our declaration for the 
rigid enforcement of the civil service 
laws. 
Philippine Islands 
We heartily indorse the provisions 


of the bill recently passed by the 
House of Representatives

self-government in

Philippine Islands, as being in fulfill- 
ment of the policy declared by the 
Democratic Party in its last national 
platform, and we reiterate our indor- 
sement of the purpose of ultimate in- 
dependance for the Philippine Islands 
expressed in the preamble of that 
measure. 


Woman Suffrage 
We recommend the extension of 


the franchise to the women of the 
country by the States upon the same 
terms as to men.

Unless the hands 


through which they pass are abso- 
lutely clean they are more or less 
contaminated. In many market gar- 
dens the gathering of the produce is 
intrusted to a class of labor which is 
not any too cleanly and care is seld- 
om exercised to insure cleanliness. 
Food exposed for sale in markets 


is also often subject to indiscriminate 
handling by prospective purchasers 
and 
is seldom properly protected 
from dust and dirt 


As a protection berries and food- 


stuffs eaten raw should be thorough- 
y washed before being served. It is 
far better to risk a slight impair- 
ment of the flavor than to chance 
ealing unclean foods'. 


Nightsoil should not be used for 


fertilizing gardens from which the 
produce may be eaten raw. Water- 
cress should not be gathered from 
streams which are polluted by sew- 
age.

Federal Inquiry or 


Railroad Strike? 


Faced by demands from the conductors, engineers, firemen and brakcmen 


that would impose on the country an additional burden in transportation costs of 
$100,000,000 a year, the railroads propose that this wage problem be settled by 
reference to an impartial Federal tribunal. 


With.these employes, whose -efficient service is acknowledged, the railroads 


have no differences that could not be considered fairly and decided justly by such 
a public body. 


Railroads Urge Public Inquiry and Arbitration 
The formal proposal of the railroads to the employes for the settlement of 


the controversy is as follows: 


"Our conference* h*re demonstrated thtt wt cannot harmonize our difference* of opinion and that eventually the 
matter* in controYersy must be paued upon bf other and disinterested agencie*. Therefore, we propose that your 
propoiali and the proposition of the railway* be disposed of by on* or the other of the following methods: 
1. Preferably by submission to the Interstate Commerce Commission, the only tribunal which, by reason of it* 
accumulated information bearing on railway conditions and its control of the revenue of the railways, is in a posi- 
tion to consider and protect the rights and equities of all the interests affected, and to provide additional revenue 
•eceuary to meet the added coat of operation in case your proposal* are found by the Commission to be just and 
reasonable; or, in the event the Intentate Commerce Commission cannot, under existing laws, act in the premises, 
that we jointly request Congress to take such action as may be necessary to enable the Commission to consider and 
promptly dispose of the questions involved; or 
2. By arbitration in accordance with the provision* of the Federal law" (The Newlands Act). 


Leaders Refuse Offer and Take Strike Vote 


* 
Leaders of the train service brotherhoods, at the joint conference held in New 


York, June 1-15, refused the offer of the railroads to submit the issue to arbitration 
or Federal review, and the employes arc now voting on the question whether 
authority shall be given these leaders to declare a nation-wide strike. 


The Interstate Commerce Commission is proposed by the railroads as the 


public body to which this issue ought to be referred for these reasons: 
1 


No other body with such an intimate 


of railroad condition! has luch an unquestioned posi- 
tion in the publics-confidence. 


The rates the railroads may charge the public for 


transportation are now largely fixed by this Govern- 
ment board. 


Out of every dollar received by the railroads from 


the public nearly one-half is paid directly to the em- 


ploye* a* wages; and the money to pay increased wage* 
can come from no other source than the rate* paitj 
by the public. 


The Interstate Commerce Commission, with its con- 


trol over rates, is in a position to make a complete 
investigation and render such decision as would pro- 
tect the interests of the railroad employes, the owners 
of the railroads, and the public. 


A Question For the Public to Decide 


The railroads feel that they have no right to grant a wage preferment of 


$100,000,000 a year to these employes, now highly paid and constituting only 
one-fifth of all the employes, without a clear mandate from a public tribunal that 
shall determine the merits of the case after a review of all the facts. 


The single issue before the country is whether this controversy is to be settled by an 


impartial Government inquiry or by industrial warfare.

No 
lesser issue must cloud xt, no unrelat- 
ed problems must confuse it. 


In the submission of this issue to 
the electorate we, of this convention, 
hold these truths to be self-evident 
to every student of America's history, 
to every friend of America's institu- 
tions. 


First: That the United States Is 


constrained by the traditions of its 
past, by the logic of its present and 
by the promise of its future to hold 
itself apart from the European war- 
fare, to save its citizens from partici- 
pation in the conflict that now" de- 
vastates the nations across the" seas. 


Second: That the United States In 
Its relations with the European" bel- 
ligerents must continue the policy 
that it has pursued since the begin- 
ning of the war, the policy ot'strict 
neutrality in relation to every [war-1 
ring nation, the policy which ,Tho,ntas 
Jefferson defined as "rendering to alii 
the services and courtesies of, friend- 
ship and praying for he re-establish- 
ment of peace and right'!" 
Third. That save where the liber- 
ties, the territory or the substantial 
rights of the United States are invad- 
ed and assulted, it is the duty of this 
nation to avoid war by every honor- 
able means 


Fourth. That it is the duty of the 
United States Government to main- 
tain the dignity and the honor of the 
American nation and in every situa- 
tion to demand the recognition of the 
neutral rights of its citizens. 
Fifth: That because the President 


of the United States has asserted 
these principles and pursued these 
policies the American people must 
support him with ardor and with en- 
thusiasm in order that these princi- 
ples and policies may be known to all 
the world, not as the opinion of an in- 
dividual, but as the doctrine and faith 
of a loyal and united nation.

In emphasis of these self-evident 
propositions we assert that the1 poli- 
cy of neutrality is as. truly Americans 
as the American 
flag. 
'""• 
Tor 200 years, neutrality was a 
theory; Amencatmade it a fact 


The first President of the United 
States was the first man to 'pronounce 
neutrality a rule of international con- 
duct 


In April, 1793, Washington de- 
clared the doctrine; and~ within a' 
mo'nth John Jay, Chief Justice' ot the1 
Supreme Court of the United States, 
in an epoch-making decision from 
the bench, whose realization would 
insure universal and perpetual peace, 
wrote the principle into law of this 
land. The Declaration of Independ- 
ence had foretold it by declaring "the 
rest of mankind enemies in war, in 
peace friends"; the Constitution re- 
cognized it; but the first President 
of the United States, by proclama- 
tion, the first Chief Justice, by inter- 
pretation, gave it vitality and power. 


And so neutrality is American in 
its initiation. 
Thirty years later Prime Minister 
Canning of the British Parliament 
pointed to this American policy of 
neutrality as a model for the world; 
and 80 years later, after approval by 
various satutes and agreements, it 
was written almost word for word, in 
the treaty wherewith we settled our 
differences wifh England over viola- 
tions of neutrality throughout the 
Civil War 


America in Consummation 


And so neutrality is American in 
its consummation 


And to-day in this hall, so that all 
the world may hear, we proclaim 
that this American policy of neutral- 
ity is the policy which the present ad- 
ministration pursues with patriotic 
zeal and religious devotion; while 
Europe's skies blaze red from fires 
of war, Europe's soil turns red from, 
blood of men, Europe's eyes see red 
from tears of mourning women and 
from sobs of starving children. 
The men who say this policy is not 
American appeal to passion and to 
prejudice and ignore the facts of 
history 
~* 
Neutrality is America's contribu- 


tion to the laws of the world. Sir 
Henry Maine says so, Charles Fran- 
cis ^darns says, so, Henry Clav says 
so, Daniel Webster says so and Tarpon 
the evidence of these witnesses we 
rest ourAmericanism against the sput 
terings of pepper-pot pdliticans or 
the fabrication of those -with whom 
a false issue is ti good issue until its 
falist\ is shown, its maliciousness ex- 
posed. History Kepeats Itself 


For enforcing this policy of neu- 
tralit} George Washington was hoov 
ed by a howling mob of 10,000 war 
fanatics who threatened to pull him 
from the presidential chair ami start 
a revolution 
But halt a century lat- 
er Charles Sumner said that "Wash- 
ington upholding the peaceful neu- 
trality of this country, while he met 
unmoved the clamor of the people 
wickedly crying for war is a greater 
•man than Washington crossing the 
Delaware or taking CorrwaTMs" s\vord 
at Yorktowr. 
For supporting this policy of neu- 
trality in a speech in the City of 
New York, Alexander Hamilton was 
storied almost to death, John Jay 
burned in effigy, Jefferson called a 
spineless poltroon and Lincoln pic- 
tured as a craven 
To-clay, however, 


the nation goes to all these men for 
its every conception of all that is 
best in American citizenship 
The fate of the fathers of our 


country at the hands of a noisy min- 
ority is the fate of the President of 
the United States to-day 
But their 
reward of dignities merited and hon- 
ors conferred will be his reward, 
when the people speak on the 8th of 
next November. 


To win this priceless right of neu- 
trality this nation had to undergo a 
long and painful struggle. 


It took Washington with his allies 
and sword eight years to win recog- 
nition of his country's liberty; it 
took Washington and his successors 
80 years of endless negotiation to 
win recognition of American neu- 
trality 
And this 80 years of strug- 


gle wo^o the doctrine of reutrality 
so closely into the warp and woof of 
our national life that to tear it out 
now would unravel the very threads 
of our existence.
